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Girls are rejected 
by sisters’ school 


A TRIO of mums have seen 
their children rejected by a 
Haverhill school - despite 
living inside the catchment 
area. 

Kellie Nunn, Sophie Gibson 
and Kystal Furner were told 
their younger daughters were 
ineligible to start at Burton End 
Primary School in September 
even though their older 
children are currently students. 

Education bosses at Suffolk County 
Council said the classes were full and 
that the dividing line for inclusion was 
now drawn through and not around 
their homes. 

Mother of four Kellie, of Allington 
Walk, will now be forced to “be in three 
different places at the same time” 
when she walks daughters, Keeleigh, 
10, and Shannon, 6, to Burton End, 
son Charlie, 2, to Busy Bees Pre-School 
and Demi, 4, potentially to Place Farm. 

The volunteer care worker says it 
will mean Demi will miss an hour of 
school each day as she and her 
husband Ian, a self-employed courier, 
cannot afford to pay for both breakfast 
and after-school clubs, totalling £70 a 
week. 

She said: “I attended the council’s 
appeal hearing and I was told that the 
line was a ‘bit thick’ that outlines the 
catchments area. 

“By sending my daughter to another 


school she would have to miss an hour 
a day of school, which obviously the 
panel found acceptable but I don't - 
this is my children's education being 
affected here and I find it disgusting 
how Suffolk County Council can allow 
this to happen.” 

Now Kellie is faced with the 
dilemma of whether to fight for her 
daughter’s right to be educated at 
Burton End or try to enrol her at Place 
Farm before it is too late. 

She added: “My other daughters go 
there, I don’t understand why they are 
in the right area, but suddenly my 
youngest daughter is not - it’s not like 
we have moved house. 

“I have no idea what will happen in 
September.” 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk County 
Council said: “When families live 
outside of catchment area but have 
older siblings in the school we will try 
to accommodate them. However, due 
to the particularly large school 
admissions year group for this year 
across the whole of Suffolk, it has not 
been possible to do this. 

“We also have to work within the 
law regarding class sizes. The infant 
class size law prevents any primary 
school class having any more than 30 
children. In this particular case Burton 
End School had reached its capacity 

“We understand that it is not ideal 
to have children from the same family 
attending different schools, however 
we must abide by the legal 
requirements for class sizes.”

Stroke 

experts 

online 

STROKE patients can now 
access lifesaving drugs 24 
hours a day following the 
introduction of tech¬ 
nology which lets spec¬ 
ialist doctors assess their 
condition remotely. 

The telemedicine 
equipment gives West 
Suffolk Hospital staff a 
computer link to experts, 
so that patients who have 
a stroke outside working 
hours can be assessed for 
their suitability for the 
clot-busting drugs. 

Using a camera and 
high-spec laptop, the on- 
call doctor will observe 
the patient, talk to hos¬ 
pital staff and view brain 
scans before giving 
advice. 

The technology has 
been introduced to 
increase the number of 
patients able to receive 
thrombolysis, which saves 
lives and minimises 
disability. The drug must 
usually be given within 
four-and-a-half hours of 
the patient first noticing 
their symptoms to be 
effective. 

Gwen Nuttall, executive 
chief operating officer, 
said: “As well as saving 
lives, the new service will 
help prevent disabilities 
by making sure everyone 
who suffers a stroke can 
rapidly access the best 
possible treatment to 
meet their needs.”

Fears voiced over 
spill plant safety

SAFETY fears have been 
raised about a chemical 
plant which one resi¬ 
dent fears could Take 
out half of HaverhilF if a 
major incident occur¬ 
red there. 

Last week, hundreds of 
residents were warned to stay 
in their homes after a 
chemical spillage at the 
International Flavours and 
Fragrances (IFF) site in 
Duddery Hill, Haverhill. 

Mick Driver, who is chair¬ 
man of the Haverhill Show 
Committee, questions what 
would have happened if the 
recent spillage had been more 
serious and whether 
adequate safety plans exist. 

He said: “My family have 
lived in Duddery Hill for more 
than 50 years, when Haverhill 
was just a High Street with a

dozen or so roads leading off, 
way before any of the large 
housing estates were built. 

“It has always been said 
that if IFF ‘went up in smoke’ 
it would take out half of 
Haverhill. What is really 
worrying is that on the day, 
the police and local residents 
did not really know what to 
do. 

“I spoke to a police officer 
who was knocking on doors 
in Duddery Hill, warning 
people to stay indoors and 
keep doors and windows 
shut, but at the same time 


children and adults were still 
walking. 

“It was not until quite a few 
hours later that the police 
made a half-hearted attempt 
to seal the area off, keeping 
people away. 

“In my opinion, if this 
incident had been more 
serious it could have been 
deadly, as it appears there is 
not an appropriate safety 
plan, including an evacuation 
procedure to put in place if 
needed.” 

On July 18, aluminium 
chloride spilled out of a 
tanker and reacted with wind 
and rain to create toxic fumes. 
Residents across the Chalk- 
stone estate, as well as Roman 
Way and the Wilsey estate, 
and residents were advised to 
stay indoors with windows 
and doors shut throughout 
the day. 

Firemen wearing protective 
suits and using breathing 
apparatus dealt with the 


spillage of the chemical, 
which can irritate the respir¬ 
atory system, eyes and skin. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
Police said the incident was a 
fire service-led operation and 
their officers had imple¬ 
mented the systems which 
were in place. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said an 
exclusion zone was put in 
place but lifted by late 
afternoon. 

The spokesman said: “The 
incident was dealt with by 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue 
Service firefighters, supp¬ 
orting the IFF firefighters and 
other agencies on the scene. 

“As with all incidents, the 
SFRS will carry out a full de¬ 
brief involving all the 
agencies at the scene, to 
identify lessons that can be 
learnt.” 

No-one from IFF was 
available to comment.

Queen of Shops’ 


QUEEN of Shops Mary Portas is 
to be be invited to give her 
forthright views on Haverhill’s 
High Street. 

The television troubleshooter will be 
asked to cast her critical eye over the 
High Street in Haverhill to see what can 
be done to attract shoppers and 
encourage new shops to open. 

Members of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s cabinet have agreed 
to issue the invitation as part of a 
£10,000 Haverhill Shopper Survey 
project, which could attract another 
£9,000 in match funding from Kent 
Business School. 

A project manager will be appointed 
and work with a student from Kent 
Business School, who will be 
commissioned to undertake a 
professionally designed and conducted 
survey in Haverhill town centre. 

The council’s Haverhill area working 
party has already agreed to accept the 
offer from the school for a student 
placement. Councillors were told that 
that the potential of the project has now 
grown, with the Association of Town 
Centre Managers writing to express a 
keen interest in its outcome and the 
Government announcing its intention 
to commission Mary Portas to 
undertake a review of Britain’s high 
streets. 

With several more shops in Haverhill 
High Street due to close, it was felt the 
project was valid - but insufficient 
borough council staff time was available 
to dedicate to it. 

“The potential for this project to

become nationally recognised suggests 
that what is needed is a dedicated 
project manager to ensure that the 
project really makes a difference to 
Haverhill Town Centre,” the report to 
the cabinet said. 

The council had previously allocated 
£25,000 funding towards the Haverhill 
Shop Front Grant Scheme from its Local 
Authority Business Growth Incentive 
(LABGI) budget allocation. The funding 
had not been widely accessed, so 
£10,000 would be re-allocated to Phase 
1 of the Haverhill Shoppers Project. An 
application to Kent Business School’s 
Innovation Fund would be submitted to 
match-fund this amount, potentially 
providing an overall budget of £20,000 
for Phase 1. 

“The working party had noted the 
principal aim of the project was to 
translate the knowledge held by large 
national multiple retailers such as Tesco 
to the smaller independent traders,” the 
report said. 

The council’s economic development 
manager, in consultation with the 
chairman and vice-chairman of the 
Haverhill Area Working Party, will 
produce and finalise the terms of 
reference for the project. 

Retail expert Portas has featured on 
BBC TV in Mary Queen of Shops, in 
which she tried to turn around 
struggling fashion boutiques. She has 
also writes a weekly column for the 
Daily Telegraph magazine. 


Council pondering 
buying a shop-to 
rent out at low rate 


EMPTY shop premises 
could be bought by 
Haverhill Town Council 
and offered for rent at 
reduced rates to 
encourage new businesses 
to start up. 

Councillors have agreed 
to explore the move as 
part of a strategic plan of 
action for the next four 
years. Town clerk Gordon 
Mussett, right, said the 
idea was to stimulate new 
business in premises such 
as the empty shop next to 
its High Street base in the 
Arts Centre. 

He said: “High rents are 
a factor in encouraging 
new businesses and 
keeping existing ones. One 
of the options is that we 
actually buy a property 
and bring the rent down to 
encourage businesses to 
come into the town. The 
flats and shops near the 
centre would cost 
£600,000 to £700,000 and 



are up for lease for about 
£35,000. 

“If we borrowed 
£700,000 over 20 years, the 
repayments would be 
exactly covered by the rent 
from the shop. If we 
borrowed it over 40 years 
the repayments would be 
considerably reduced and 
we could cut the rent by 
half to £18,000. People 
might feel more 



encouraged to open a 
business at the lower rent. 

“With interest rates at 
one per cent it would be 
beneficial to the town 
centre and encourage new 
business. Newmarket 
Town Council is borrowing 
£1 million to renovate its 
memorial hall.” 

Town councillors agreed 
to defer until their next 
meeting the final details of 
the 10-point plan of 
actions they aim to take 
over the next four years, 
after which time elections 
will be held again. 

Other plans include the 
formation of a youth 
council, promoting the 
town, encouraging the 
development of the 
Gurteens site, keeping 
Place Court under council 
control and campaigning 
for restoration of 24-hour 
manning of Haverhill fire 
Station.

It has always been said that if IFF 
‘went up in smoke’ it would take 
out half of Haverhill. 

What is really worrying is that on 
the said day the police and local 
residents did not really know what 
to do. I spoke to a police officer 
who was knocking on doors in 
Duddery Hill, warning people to 
say indoors and keep doors and 
windows shut, but at the same 
time children and adults were still 
walking by. 

It was not until quite a few hours 
later that the police made a half 
hearted attempt to seal the area 
off, keeping people away 

In my opinion, if this incident had 
been more serious it could have 
been deadly, as it appears there is 
not an appropriate safety plan, 
including an evacuation 
procedure to put in place in 
needed. 

I await other readers’ comments.

Parking fees 
for disabled 
a step closer 


BLUE badge-holders are 
facing the increased 
likelihood that they will 
have to pay for parking 
in borough-owned car 
parks. 

A report is due to be 
published which will suggest 
disabled drivers in Haverhill 
and St Edmundsbury must pay 
for additional spaces close to 
shops and important services - 
and will incur charges if they do 
not cough up. 

With a growing number of 
disabled customers, and a 
decreasing availability of 
parking spaces for them, St 
Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil says it has been forced to 
consider introducing costs for 
badge-holders. 

Members of the council 
were told that an assumption 
was made that disability 
equates to low income but this 
was not necessarily true, and 
that other low-income groups 
were not extended the same 
concession. 

But the proposal has angered 
disabled rights campaigners, 
members of the public and 
Haverhill town councillors, 
who feel uneasy about the idea. 

Maureen Byrne, Haverhill’s 
mayor, said she had “mixed 
feelings” about the situation, 
but was ultimately against the 
plans. She said: “I am very 
concerned with the safety of 
the blue badge-holders, who 


will be left to search for 
alternative methods to park for 
free. 

“The most vulnerable may 
park where they should not 
park, which is extremely 
dangerous, especially if these 
are on roads.” 

However, she admitted that 
the final decision was down to 
the borough council, which has 
said it will consult a wide range 
of organisations. 

Marty House, a blue badge- 
holder and disabled 
campaigner, denied the claims 
that those with disabilities are 
not always on low incomes and 
queried whether scrapping the 
policy could land the council 
with high administration costs. 

The 59-year-old, of Chap¬ 
lins Close, Haverhill, who 
suffers from arthritis and back 
problems, added: “I see the 
current state of free parking for 
those with blue badges as 
being not so much a benefit as 
to make things more equal. 

“They are often forced to 
make more journeys by car, 
because they cannot walk or 
find it difficult. 

“So it is not just about low- 
income, which is also a big 
issue, it is also about 
accessibility and the practical 
problems this would cause. 

“The council could have to 
spend more on enforcing it as 
well as make all parking areas 
wheelchair-accessible.”

Marina, of Poplar Close, Haverhill, 
used an unusual Renaissance 


technique called egg tempera for the 
picture, which was part of her course 
work for an art degree for which she 
studied at Norwich University. 

Marina is Russian by birth, but has 
lived in Haverhill for 15 years after 
meeting her English husband while 
working at Stansted airport. 

She said: “When I saw his picture it 
really inspired me and reminded me 
of the story of St Francis, which I have 
always liked. I was really happy to 
meet him and show him the picture. 

“All of my tutors and the others 
students were fascinated by the 
picture and really liked it." 


More than 100 caught without TV licence

“While the vast majority 
of people in the UK pay 
their licence fee, to be 
fair to those who pay, we 
have to be firm with 
those who try to get away 
without paying. 


“We take TV Licence 
evasion very seriously 
and we will not hesitate 
to prosecute if people 
continue to break the 
law.” 

Almost 197,000 people 
were caught without a 
license across the UK 
since lanuary but the 
average evasion rate 
continues to remain 


steady at five per cent. 

A colour TV Licence 
costs £145.50 and is 
required by anyone 
watching or recording TV 
programmes as they are 
shown on TV

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Funds found for 
cameras relaunch 


MONEY has been found to 
get Suffolk’s speed cameras 
up and running again - but 
their future is not yet 
certain. 

The county’s speed cameras were 
turned off by Suffolk County 
Council on July 1 as a cost-cutting 
measure, but following a meeting 
between the council and Suffolk 
police, the fixed cameras have been 
reactivated. 

Finance for the service has been 
found to turn them back on, but the 
future of the cameras will be up for 
discussion again at the meeting of 


the Suffolk Road Safety Partnership 
meeting in September. 

The group will attempt to find a 
viable way of funding the service for 
the longer term. The police 
authority will meet towards the end 
of the year to decide on the long¬ 
term future of the fixed cameras. 

Research into the suitability of 
the sites where cameras are based, 
issues relating to their ongoing 
costs and a possible move to digital 
technology will all be undertaken 
during the rest of the year, as well as 
an examination of collision data. 

Gary Kitching, assistant chief 
constable at Suffolk police, said: 


“Road safety is our priority. Speed 
enforcement cameras are a key 
element in our approach. We have a 
mobile capability and will work 
with Suffolk County Council to 
maintain the static camera 
capability.” 

Joanna Spicer, chairman of the 
police authority, said: “We, together 
with the council, are committed to 
enhancing road safety in Suffolk 
and this demonstrates our 
partnership-approach to reducing 
road crash casualties.” 

The three mobile speed 
enforcement vehicles will continue 
to operate around the county.

IT had to happen - eventually. 

Disney Pixar, the most consistently 
dazzling animation studio on the 
Hollywood block, was always going 
to struggle to top the elation and 
misty-eyed farewells of Toy Story 3. 
Cars 2 falls short of that 
masterpiece, lacking sufficient 
heartfelt emotion under the bonnet 
to really rev our engines. 

For any other studio, this high- 
octane spy caper would be a 
triumph, orchestrating death-defying 
action sequences that look even 
more startling in digital 3D. 

And certainly young audiences will 
whoop with glee as tow truck Mater 
skids and screeches from one 
disaster to the next as the film’s 
turbo-charged characters 
circumnavigate the globe in the first 
ever World Grand Prix. 

However, compared to Disney 
Pixar’s most recent features - 
Ratatouille, WALL-E, Up and Toy 
Story 3 - Lasseter and Brad Lewis’s 
film lacks the polish, which perhaps 
we’ve taken for granted. 

Lightning McQueen (voiced by 
Owen Wilson) returns to Radiator 
Springs as the four-time champion 
of the Piston Cup. Best friend Mater 


(Larry The Cable Guy) welcomes 
him with open doors, as does 
girlfriend Sally Carrera (Bonnie 
Hunt). 

Italian racing car Francesco 
Bernoulli (John Turturro) goads 
Lightning into participating in a 
newly-announced championship 
organised by environmentalist Miles 
Axlerod (Eddie Izzard), who will use 
the grand prix to showcase his 
state-of-the-art biofuel, Allinol. But a 
group of rogue cars led by the 
diabolical Professor Zundapp 
(Thomas Kretschmann) plots to 
sabotage the races in Japan, Italy 
and the UK. 

Secret agent Finn McMissile 
(Michael Caine) and rookie field spy 
Holley Shiftwell (Emily Mortimer) 
are on the case, roping in Mater, 


who they mistakenly believe to be 
an undercover American agent. 

Cars 2 is a sweet and colourful yarn 
about being true to yourself, as seen 
through the headlights of Lightning, 
who is embarrassed by Mater’s 
social faux pas and demands the 
tow truck puts himself into a 
different gear. 

The visuals look spectacular and 
action sequences have been 
breathlessly orchestrated to take full 
advantage of the 3D format. 

Cars 2 is accompanied by a 
hilarious short - Hawaiian Vacation. 
In this six-minute treat, Buzz, Woody 
and the Toy Story gang help Barbie 
and Ken to celebrate their first 
holiday together by creating tropical 
climes in Bonnie’s bedroom. 

That’s what friends are for.

Late summer scorchers 


T he soft pink peonies, deep 
blue delphiniums and 
purple cranesbill 
geraniums may have faded from 
my borders - but there are some 
sizzling oranges and reds in their 
place, bursting into bloom and 
hailing the fact that summer isn’t 
over. 

Spikes of vibrant red Crocosmia 
Lucifer rub shoulders with dazzling 
Helenium Moerheim Beauty, whose rich 
orange daisy-like flowers provide a 
wonderful clash of colours, 
intermingling with chocolate-leaved 
heucheras and backed by the intense, 
deep purple flowers of Buddleia davidii 
Black Knight. 

It’s at this time of year you realise that 
late summer blooms can almost be more 
eye-catching and long-lasting than those 
which bloom earlier in the season and if 
you haven’t given a thought to how your 
borders are going to look in August and 
beyond, maybe it’s time to turn over a 
new leaf. 

Thanks to the unusually warm spring, 
much bedding has been blooming its 
heart out since April or May and has just 
about run out of steam, so if your tired- 
looking petunias have gone soggy and 
drooped in the recent rains or other 
blooms are past their best, bite the bullet 
and replace them with some sizzling 
patio stalwarts which can be replanted 
later in the border. 

Dahlias have made a comeback in 
recent years and there are some stunning 
varieties which will merge into a hot 
scheme. Consider the vermilion-red

semi-double blooms of D. ‘Bishop of 
Llandaff ’ alongside the deep yellow D. 
Bishop of York, wonderfully offset by 
dark foliage in the border. Types like the 
single Mount Noddy, with its velvety red 
flowers, are best planted en masse. 

In exotic schemes I love red hot 
pokers (Kniphofia) which provide colour 
and structure with their tall, striking 
stems and red and yellow rocket-shaped 
flowers. A good option is ‘Ice Queen’ if 
you fancy the calmer hue of creamy 
yellow flowers but want a plant which 
grows to around 1.2m (4ft) tall. For 
smaller, daintier varieties which could be 
placed nearer the front of the border, 
Toffee Nosed or Little Maid are better 
choices. 

Tubs and troughs of vivid, vibrant 
nasturtiums can also provide late 
summer interest, in shades of reds, 
oranges and yellows, while black-eyed 
Susan, or thunbergia, will twine itself up 
trellis or tumble over hanging baskets in 
a sunny, sheltered spot until October. 

Other stunning additions to the border 
which do well in lightly shaded areas are 
hemerocallis (day lily), astilbe and 
astrantia. 


If you’re not into brash and bold, you 
can opt for the softer hues of summer 
phlox in a variety of colours, from white 
to deep pink, some of which have 
variegated leaves. 

The globe thistle (Echinops 
bannaticus) produces eye-catching soft 
blue spiny globes on top of silvery 
stems, which grow to around 1,2m (4ft) 
high, while Aster x frikartii Monch bears 
lavender-blue flowers on thick stems 
through to October. 

Most of these plants don't need 
staking or dividing often. As well as 
producing late colour, they also provide 
leaf interest throughout the year. 

For immediate impact, plant them 
closely in groups. Salvias including S. 
uliginosa (blue) and S. fulgens (red) do 
well planted in groups, as do Chinese 
aster, coleus, zinnia, penstemon and 
rudbeckia. 

Other good bets include the purple 
coneflower Echinacea purpurea, which 
has pretty basal foliage and bears big, 
purple-pink daisy-like flowers. Its petals 
surround a large central cone and it 
grows up to lm (3 ft) or more when fed. 
Good varieties include ‘Robert Bloom’ 
or ‘Magnus’. 

To complement the coneflowers in 
your border, try planting Phygelius 
Aequalis Yellow Trumpet in front of 
them. These plants, originally from 
South Africa, have a constant run of 
flower stems which hold tubular creamy 
yellow flowers and reach around 90cm 
(3 ft) in height. They will need winter 
protection in cold areas. 

Of course, no late summer border 
would be complete without the sedum, 
or ice plant, so called because if you

touch the succulent 
leaves on a warm 
day they will be 
cold. A good bet 
is S. Autumn Joy, 
which provides 
flat heads of 
flowers in shades 
ranging from 
salmon pink to 
deep red from 
August to 
November. 

Plant wisely 
and your 
sizzling 
summer may 
last much 
longer than 
you think.

Third generation Yaris unveiled 





The all-new Toyota Yaris: In the showrooms this September. 


JAPANESE car-maker 
Toyota has unveiled its 
new Yaris at the firm’s 
Valenciennes facility 
near Lille, France. 

The third generation car 
will hit the showrooms in 
September, and boasts a 
number of improvements 
over its predecessor. 

With the B-sector 
accounting for approxi¬ 
mately 40 per cent of sales 
in the European market, 
Toyota’s continued support 
of the Yaris brand is 
important to the firm’s 
bottom line. 

As such, the company 
expects to sell 200,000 units 
in 2012, further underlining 
the car’s continued 
popularity despite 

increased competition from 
both European and Far 
Eastern manufacturers. 

Styled to complement 
recent cars in Toyota’s range 
such as the Auris and Verso 


S, this latest Yaris is a little 
longer than before - 
100mm, bringing its total 
length to 3.88m - yet is no 
wider. Even its height has 
been reduced slightly to 
lower its centre of gravity. 


The main beneficiary of 
the car’s extra length will be 
its occupants, as the car’s 
wheelbase has been 
extended by 50mm. 
Luggage space has also 
grown: 347 litres and 768 


litres with the car’s rear 
seats up and folded 
respectively. 

Inside, overall cabin 
quality and ambience has 
been ramped up, with 
plenty of dark plastics and 


plush upholstery evident. 

Key to the appeal of the 
Yaris is its engine line-up. 
From launch the car will 
come with 1.0 and 1.33-litre 
petrol engines producing 68 
and 98bhp respectively. 

There’s also a 1.4-litre, 
89bhp diesel. With manual 
transmissions, C02 is 111, 
123 and 104g/km 
respectively. 

Toyota also announced 
fuel economy improve¬ 
ments for its 1.0-litre petrol 
unit resulting in 58.9mpg on 
the combined cycle. Diesel 
economy is up by 7 per cent 
to 72.4mpg. 

Once on sale, the next big 
announcement regarding 
the Yaris will be the arrival 
of the hybrid variant, due in 
2012. Boasting similar tech¬ 
nology to the Auris and 
Prius, emissions and 
economy figures will be the 
same or better than its 
existing petrol-electric 
models.
